A $100,000 National Guard armory 
to serve the Menlo Park-Palo Alto 
area may be built on part of the 
Dibble recreational area grounds if 
negotiations between the City of 
Menlo Park and the National Guard 
are successfully completed. 

The armory would be one of a 
number of units which soon will be 
established all over the state, in an 
effort to place facilities close to 
the men they serve. The state of 
California furnishes the building 
and maintains the grounds if the 
local community donates adequate 
land.

Irving Randall Killed 
When Car Tips Over 


Irving Randall, Jr., 33, building 
contractor, 1245 Rosefield Way, was 
killed Monday night, when his car 
left the road and overturned at 
Moss Beach. According to a report 
from Wiliam F. Crosby, San Mateo 
County coroner, Mr, Randall died 
of a neck fracture. 

Richard E. Homan, who was with 
Mr. Randall at the time of the ac- 
cident, was not injured. 

Deputies from the sheriff’s office 
reported that Randall was driving 
his station wagon at a fast clip 
through Moss Beach. As he made 
a turn at Vermont avenue, the car 
veered to the right, hit a bank and 
carreened into a tree. 

Mr. Randall was a native of Chi_ 
cago. He was graduated from Yale 
and went into the contracting bus— 
iness in 1936. He came to Menlo 
Park in- 1941 and had been in the 
building construction business dur— 
ing his six years’ residence here. 

Mr. Randall is survived by his 
wife, Ruth Randall and two daugh- 
ters, Barbara and Jane Randall. His 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Irving Ran- 
dall, live in Los Altos. He also has 
two brothers, Charles D. and Lee 
Randall. 

Funeral services were held Wed— 
nesday at the family residence, with 
the Rev. Eric Jackson, pastor of 
Trinity Episcopal Church officiat— 
ing. Interment was in Alta Mesa 
Cemetery.

Crime Rate Low 


The majority of the crimes in 
Menlo Park are minor ones, Police 
Chief Jack Yount declared in an ad- 
dress before the Rotary Club Wed- 
nesday noon, and he said one rea— 
son for the low crime rate is the ef— 
ficiency of the local Police Depart- 
ment. 

There Have been a relatively small 
number of burglaries, he said, and 
only $3,000 worth of valuables actu— 
ally have been stolen. As a rule, 
most property is eventually recov- 
ered. 

He also commented that there 
hasn’t been a murder here in 10 
years, 

Yount warned merchants to watch 
for bad check passers, especially this 
summer. He advised businessmen to } 
“know your endorser before you cash 
a check.” 

The police chief stressed the need 
for an additional police car and 
one more patrolman. Although the 
police force is large, he said, it is 
“paying its own way.”

Mayor Charles Burgess stated that 
the Federal Public Housing Author— 
ity, after declaring the property ex- 
cess to their needs, turned it over 
to WAA. It is now up to WAA to 
declare it surplus and to place a 
price on the property.

Independence In Indiana 


The growing wiilingness of the American people to depend upon 
government seems a threat to the preservation of our liberties. 


A “super-state”’ may develop from an insidious growth—with 
power feeding upon itself. Dictators and tyrants are not results of 
revolutions, but arise when forces work slowly within the fabric of 
short-sighted men. They praise freedom while they are undermining 
the law. They distort to their own ends the work of well-intentioned, 
freedom. They talk of the rights and dignities of man—while they 
plan to reduce man to the status of the helpless slave of the state, 
to be*used and exploited in any way that seems advantageous. 


We have only to look at a map of the world to see what has hap- 
pened abroad. Countries once free have sunk into serfdom because 
people turned to government to solve all their problems. Giving gov- 
ernment unprecedented power over their lives, their businesses and 
their manner of living, they have ended under a tyranny that even 
tells them what to think. 


There can be no compromise with freedom, and only people who 
are alert to the dangers of losing it can save it. 


The house and Senate of Indiana recently adopted a remark— 
able resolution. It was a dramtic reaffirmament of the principles of 
local responsibility that have been so largely forgotten under a phil- 
osophy that would have the Federal government do everything—and 
pay for everything. 


Said this resolution (in essence): “Indiana needs no guardian 
and does not intend to have one. We Hoosiers (like the people of 
other states) were fooled for a spell by the idea that a dollar taxed 
out of our pockets and sent to Washington would be bigger when it 
came back to us. 


“But we find that it lost weight in that Washington journey and 
We question the ‘aid’ of Federal Aid. 


“So we propose to tax ourselves and take care of ourselves. We 
are through with subsidies and doles. We are no one’s stepchild. 
‘We have grown up.” 


The Indiana legislature has simply restated, in plain words, the 
doctrine on which this nation was puilt—one that can keep us strong 
and free in the years to come. 


No Place For A Novice 


Casualties among veterans who went into business with the aid 
of G. I. business loans are tragically high, while farm loans have 
been almost 100 per cent successful, and home loans are doing well. 


One reason for this difference is the time periods for repayment. 
Business loans in many cases must, be returned within a year, and 
in all cases in less time than loans made on real estate. 


But the main reason that many small concerns are going under 
is the operators’s inexperience in retail business, 


It is universal to wish to be “one’s own boss.” Given a little 
capital why should I not succeed when other shop owners do? I like 
people and believe that honest fair dealing with the public will earn 
me friends and build up trade. So I decide on what I would like to 
sell, and sail in. 


Then comes that discouraging period when it is forced upon me 
that small business is no place for a novice. If I can survive the 
long, painful stretch during which I must get my experience, well 
and good—But I may need to change locations a time or two, or 
even try another line of merchandise. 


It is very like the young man looking for work who can’t get a 
job without experience and can’t get experience without a job. But 
somehow he does one or the other and joins the army of employed. 
Most owners of small shops pass through a similar time when the 
retail business is a new venture for them. Too many persons feel 
that they can successfully operate a store without understanding the 
technique of buying and selling, 


Retail trade is one of the most competitive of all enterprises, 
and more so now than during the war, when supplies were limited 
and standardized in quality and price. The customer is now shop- 
ping warily, and high prices make it necessary for millions to count 
their pennies. The great “spending orgy” is over. 


It would seem good advice for anyone wishing to enter retail 
business to first acquire a rounded experience in a successful, estab— 
lished store. And after that, if his observations have not sufficient- 
ly enlightened him, he should seek the best possible advice on financ- 
ing and location—especially location. One must show his wares where 
they are wanted, and not try to sell fur coats at: the equator. 


May 8, 1945 


Two years have already slipped by since that day when Nazi 
Germany formally acknowledged the defeat which both they and the 
rest of the world had long since recognized as inevitable. 


Thus ended the second attempt by the Germans within three 
decades to fulfill their dream of world conquest. And thus began 
the staggering task of rebuilding Europe physically and morally after 
5% years of devastasting warfare and degrading atrocities, 


May 8, 1945, marked the beginning—it was hoped—of a new era 
for the Old World, an era of real peace and of understanding be- 
tween nations. But on May 8, 1947, the ideological cleavage between 
the East and West is more sharply pronounced than ever. The in— 
ability of the Russians and the Western Powers to reach a working 
agreement on the unification of Germany has kept that country 
economically paralyzed. And this has seriously retarded the recovery 
of the rest of Europe. ‘ 


After two years there is no peace in any real sense of the word: 
hunger still stalks the continent, millions of persons remain home- 
less, freedom in many countries is still but a word, fascism is not 
dead, and over all hangs the black shadow of communism. 


This is the picture of Europe on the second anniversary of vic— 
tory. It is certainly not what we fought for, but much of what we 
fought against. 


Unless the nations—and we refer particularly to Russia—change 
their present methods and genuinely strive to work out their differ- 
ences with each other, they will find that their enormous sacrifices 
made to achieve the victory of two years ago will all have been 
wasted. 


It would be hard to conceive of a greater tragedy.

But little or nothing has been 
done or is contemplated to bring 
peace in this tiny but furious cor- 
ner of the Near East. It is as if 
the government of a city looked on 
helplessly while the Sigma Chis and 
Faculty of some college indulged in 
daily mayhem, sabotage and general 
disturbance of the peace ‘all over 
the Campus. 


The British Government, which 
has had to learn many lessons from 
a world-wide conflict, discovered, 
the hard way, that the best and per— 
haps only method of retaining the 
loyalty of colonials and subject peo— 
ple, is to treat them like human 
beings. Dominion Status has kept 
Canada, Australasia and South Af- 
rica more or less subject to Down- 
ing Street, but India, long exploited 
and ill_treated under the British 
Raj, has been alienated beyond re— 
demption and is soon to receive an 
independence for which it may not 
be ready. All this is more or less 
understandable, but, while I have

Sequoia high school students are 
sadly lacking in knowledge of Eng- 
lish and history in comparison with 
pupils of other high school in the 
country, Dr. John C. Almack of 
Stanford University charged in the 
second section of a school survey 
ordered by the Sequoia board of 
trustees. 

He blamed the incompetence of 
students partly onto the social liv- 
ing classes. In these classes, Eng— 
lish, history and modern problems 
all are taught in the same class— 
room under the same teacher. 

Almack recommended the aboli- 
tion of the social living classes and 
increased specialization of teachers 
so that each teacher could concen- 
trate on history or on English, but 
not both. 

The professor also accused the 
school of leading too many non-col— 
lege preparatory students into aca— 
demic classes, and suggested that 
students go through school in three 
segregations: pre-vocational, college 
preparatory anl general. 

He also would reshuffle gradually 
the 11 departments of the school in- 
to four divisions: social science, vo— 
cational and practical arts, health 
and physical fitness, and specials. 
Specials would consist of languages 
(including English), arts, music, 
mathematics and science. 

Classroom observers found that 


teachers placed most attention on 
courtesy, freedom from tension, and 
orderliness. At the bottom they 
placed purpose, progress toward goal 
and preparation for the period. 

Students, the observers noted, 
ranked freedom from tension at the 
top, and preparation for the period 
and progress toward a goal at the 
bottom. a 

Almack also stated that tempera- 
tures up to 80 degrees were recorded 
in some classrooms, and said this is 
10 or 12 degrees too high. 


“The teacher should not permit 
her own estimates of the right of 
comfortable temperature to rule. If 
If 68 or 70 degrees is too cool for 
her, she should wear warmer cloth- 
ing,” re declares in the report. 

In his general conclusions, Almack 
listed eight strong points: buildings 
and grounds; board of education 
policies and procedures; business 
and financial management; teach- 
ing staff; library; physical educa- 
tion program, and the spirit of loy— 
alty and service among employes 
and students. 

The only programs affecting stud- 
ents that received praise were those 
concerning physical education and 
student social activities,

An increase of 120 students a year 
can be expected, he said. The new | 
school, which probably will be built | 
in the Newbridge area east of the : 
Bayshore Highway, will be needed 
within five years if the population 
continues to grow as it is now, 
Henry added. 

He also suggested moving the 
present Ravenswood School to a site 
near the intersection of Bell and 
Garden Streets. 

Both Henry and Frank Skillman, 
member of the San Mateo County 
Planning Commission, point out 
that the present site of the school 
will be undesirable when the Bay- 
shore Freeway is completed, 

There now are 433 houses under 
construction in the area, and at 
Jeast 1,000 more are proposed. In 
1940 and 1941, 139 building permits 
were issued. In 1945 the total was 
210. Last year they had doubled 
once more, totaling 584, 

Estimated population of the dist- 
rict is 6,326. Average family size 
in the district is 3.1; one in four 
has children in school. 

Thirty-seven pupils have entered 
school since the survey was taken 
in February. 

‘The survey was made under the 
direction of Lewis Burnett, Willow 
School principal, at the request of 
the Raverswood School Board.
